S STEP 10 DICTATOR 


Senator Scores Argument 
That Roosevelt Is a Good 
Man. 


CHAPEL HILL, N. C., March 28. 
(?)—Senator Rush D. Holt, West Vir- 
ginia Democrat, charged in an ad- 
dress here today that President 
Roosevelt’s court reorganization pro- 
gram was a step toward one-man gov- 
ernment. 

“The legislative and executive de- 
partments of the government have been 
under the control of the present chief 
executive,” Holt told the Carolina Po- 
litical Union, non-partisan organiza- 
tion of University of North Oarolina 
students. 

“Shall we do the same thing with 
the supreme court?” he asked. “Your 
reply is that Mr. Roosevelt is a good 
man. He has done much for the coun- 
try. You say he means well. The 
Germans dislike having Hitler criti- 
cized. The same condition exists in 
Italy. 

“America was never established to 
be a one-man government. The trou- 
ble with one-man government is that 
it degenerates because. the one man 
ceases to be a good man, or his suc- 
cessor is not the same as the first. 
You say Mr. Roosevelt does not want 
to be a dictator. Even though he says 
he does not wish to be a dictator, if 
we give him all this power, he will be 
a dictator.” 

Holt said “home fires” were being 
built under senators who are conscien- 
tiously opposed to the erorganization, 
in an attempt to sway them with 
patronage or a threat of its refusal. 
He referred to Postmaster General 
James A. Farley and “Mr. Harry L. 
Hopkins, famed for his wisecracks and 
failure to administer the relief,” in 
this connection.

Force of Law.

The agreements have been adopted 
by the international labor office, in 
which the United States participates. 

Representatives of the State and 
Labor Departments were questioned 
about them while appearing before a 
house appropriations subcommittee to 
explain requests for funds for the la- 
bor office. 

They said the departments had been 
unable to agree whether the pacts 
should be treated as treaties—which 
could be made effective by senate rati- 
fication alone—or as the basis for leg- 
islation which would have to pass 
hoth houses of congress. The State 
Department finally submitted the 
agreements to both house and senate.

It 
requires three years to build a. bat- 
tleship and they cannot be bought or 
improviséd. Battleships deteriorate 
and become obsolete in time so that 
provision must be made to replace 
those in service. Carefully studied and 
scientific preparation for war must 
be made in times of peace by our nayal 
officers but congress must provide 
them with the necessary ships. 

“Tf they fail in this when war 
comes, and it surely will (Dewey 
proved a true prophet. two years 
later), the nation will not be entitled 
to win success but only humiliation 
and defeat.” 

“The Spanish-American War which 
lasted about 100 days, cost us ap- 
proximately $500,000,000, or about 
four times the total annual expendi- 
ture for the navy. Fifty million dol- 
lars properly spent on battleships pre- 
ceding 1898 would have made this war 
a hopeless undertaking for Spain.”

FRANKFORT, Ky., March 23.—

“Since the soil erosion act ‘classifies 
naval stores producers and turpentine 
laborers as agricultural farmers and 
benefits under the act are being paid 
to them, it is exceedingly difficult for 
naval stores producers to harmonize 
the two conflicting statutes.”

ATLANTA CENTENNIAL COINS 

. The réquest made of congress by 
Representative Ramspeck for au- 
thorization of the minting of 25,000 
So-cent coins as souvenirs of At- 
lanta’s 100th anniversary is sound- 
ly backed by the historic impor- 
portance of the city. 

~ Few American cities have as rich 
historic background as _ Atlanta. 
While the proposed issue of the 
eentenary half-dollars was first con- 
ceived as a means of raising revenue 
to defray expenses of the city’s cen- 
tennial celebration, the significance 
of the coins as souvenirs of a cen- 
tury of history and progress, such 
as is Atlanta’s, would make them of 
outstanding value to the nation at 
large. | 

~ In what is now the center of At- 
Janta, in the earliest days of Ameri- 
can history after the white man 
came, there arose a stream which 
divided what was then Spanish ter- 
fitory from the territory of the 
British colonials. 

Following the founding of Atlanta 
on this historic spot, the city has 
been the location for some of the 
most stirring events in the drama 
of a nation’s birth and development. 
It was over this territory that some 
of the struggles of the earliest co- 
Ionial days were waged, Struggles 
whose outcome shaped the destiny 
pot only of this section, but of the 
éntire American continent and of 
the world. 

Atlanta’s part in the War Be- 
tween the States is known to every 
school child and to every adult 
reader. It took a vital part in Amer- 
ica’s efforts in the World War. Its_ 
economic and civic history has been 
a series of progressive develop- 
ments that brought national fame to 
the city and its proverbial “Atlanta 
Spirit.” 

Irrespective of the financial ob- 
jective of the proposed centenary 
coins, congress could not recognize 
any city of the land whose historic 
record better warrants such a com- 
memorative issue. 


. ANOTHER BLOW AT SOUTH 
_ A statement by the Atlanta 
Freight Bureau emphasizes the seri- 
ous blow to industry in the south 
should the Pettengill bill, now pend- 
ing in congress, be enacted into law. 

Provisions of this proposed stat- 
ute eliminate the present require- 
ment by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission that a railroad may not 
charge less for transporting a ship- 
ment for a longer haul than for a 
shorter haul, the shorter being with- 
in the longer. 

The Freight Bureau points out 
that the unfair rate structure per- 
mitted before inauguration of this 
rule by the I. C. C., and which 
would be restored should the Pet- 
tengill bill. pass, worked a great 
hardship upon the south and result- 
ed in seriously retarding industrial 
progress jn this section. 

Freight rates as they stand today 
are discriminatory against southern 
shippers and there is pending a 
hearing before the I. C. C. on a 
petition for a general revision to 
put shippers from southern terri- 
tory upon an equal footing with 
shippers from the north-and east. . 

Even though this hearing should 
be successful and result in a gen- 
eral revision of class rates from the 
south, the advantage gained would 
be largely lost, once more, should 
the Pettengill bill pass. 

. The Freight Bureau, in drawing 
attention to the bill, points out 
that, under the present move by 
large industry for decentralization, 
Atlanta and its environs is due to 
gain many industrial pay rolls. 
These pay rolls will not come south 
if the freight rate structure from 
Atlanta into eastern and middle 
western territory is disadvantageous 
to Atlanta shippers. 

The possibilities of the situation, 
as they affect Atlanta and the entire 
industrial south, are serious. If only 
one industry finds it cannot live in 
this territory because of unfavorable 


flour economic life which is bene- 


| 


rate. structure, everybody beneéfit- 
ing, directly or indirectly, by that 
industry suffers. Multiply this by 
many industries and the problem as- 
sumes proportions touching every 
one who lives in the south. 

The Atlanta Freight Bureau is vig- 
orously fighting the Pettengill bill. 
Handicapped by inadequate funds, it 
is finding its efforts doubly diffi- 
cult. The bureau’s financial re- 
sources come entirely from mem- 
bership dues. The answer to its 
financial problem lies in a greater 
membership list. 

Certainly an organization which 
is rendering such vitally important 
service should have the whole-| 
hearted support not only of indus- 
try, but of every other phase of 


fited by its efforts. 


THE SOUTHEASTERN COUNCIL 

That leaders in the south must 
adopt a more altruistic attitude in 
their efforts for the advancement of 
this portion of the United States is 
the predominant conclusion reached 
as a result of the recent meetings 
here of the Southeastern Council. 

Dr. Julian S. Miller, editor of the 
Charlotte (N. C.) Observer, speak- 
ing before the council, declared that 
the greatest economic unwisdom of 
an otherwise ‘‘wise modern so- 
ciety” is “the attempt of the busi- 
ness and financial and industrial re- 
gimens to live next door to and yet 
remain unconcerned and unalarmed, 
over the distressing spread of eco- 
nomic poverty and Social liabilites 
among its urban masses and its 
rural landless.”” He added that this 
condition ignores ‘“‘the most primi- 
tive principles of. life—principles 
which eloquently testify that such 
an irrational indifference is deadly.” 

Dr. Miller’s speech was later 
adopted by the council as its ‘‘dec- 
laration of convictions.” 

Such an _ organization. as_ the 
Southeastern Council can be of far- 
reaching importance to the sound 
development of a section. Includ- 
ing in its leadership many of the 
greatest thinkers in each state of 
the southeast, it seeks to awake the 
south to full realization of. its social 
and economic problems. It seeks 
to remedy those sectional problems 
by working from the bottom up, 
and would arouse all those who can 
stand upon their own feet, economi- 
cally, to the growing problem of the 
unfortunate ones who can rise to a 
broader scope only if assisted. 

In its program it ties in closely 
with the social efforts of President 
Roosevelt and the national admin- 
istration, yet realizes that reform 
cannot come entirely from Washing- 
ton, but must find its chief impetus 
from the south itself. 

It seeks, according to Dr. Miller, 
“to put those on their feet who are 
helpless ‘to stand alone,” pointing 
out that “‘those who are dependent 
continually weaken. the stance of 
those who are independent.” 

Hugh MacRae, of Wilmington, 

N. C., retiring president of the 
council, states “the squth has a 
good future if we change certain un- 
happy trends and realize all our un- 
equaled assets.”’ He lists those ‘‘un- 
happy trends” as soil erosion, the 
difference between rich land and 
poor land, economic erosion, an ad- 
verse balance of trade amounting to 
almost a billion dollars a year, and 
human erosion, the tenant system, 
an inheritance from that slave sys- 
tem which destroyed an. earlier 
splendid civilization. 
As Mr. MacRae points out, in a 
letter to the new president, Charles 
F. Huhlein, of Louisville, Ky., “you 
have the opportunity of shaping up 
an organization which will have the 
power of doing more good than any 
other organization which the south 
has ever had.” 


SCRAPS FOR THE WAR GODS 

Reports from Savannah of huge 
accumulations of scrap metal for 
shipment to Europe, with a market 
demanding more and more of this 
material, bring forcefully home to 
Georgians the- reports from over- 
seas of the ever increasing race of 
the manufacture of armaments now 
under way between the great pow- 
ers of the Old World. 

-Scrap metal is used, largely, in 
the manufacture of the implements 
of modern-war. It is, of*course, 
used also in the manufactures of 
peace, but the news that the de- 
mand for this material exceeds the 
supply, that the market is going up, 
is properly construed as an indica- 
tion of new activities among the 
munitions makers of the world. 

During the World War, scrap 
metal was one of the vital materials 
sought by all belligerents. It was 
precious material, salvaged and gar- 
nered to be melted and reworked 
into guns and ammunition and all 
the other fodder of Mars. 

The story from Savannah, of the 
great stocks of scrap metal waiting 
only for sufficient ships to trans- 
port them across the Atlantic, tells 
more of the rearming of the world 
than all the dispatches from “au- 
thoritative sources’ ever trans- 
mitted over ocean cables. 

It means that an old, junked au- 
tomobile, the discarded wheels from 
an outmoded railroad car, the metal 
from a wrecked building, will 
begin a new incarnation -as_ the 
shining steel of a modern death dis- 
charging gun. '

BALTIMORE, Md.—Searcely ha 
the government of M. Leon Blum in 
France obtained a new lease on life 
through its ability to disentangle the 
financial pinch when a revolver fusi- 
lade in the Clichy suburb of Paris up 
sets the political tranquility and 
throws the country into a state of 
unsettledness that might well be the 
beginnuing of a grave crisis. 7 

Who is to blame for the shooting 
affair which may mean the break-up 
of the Popular Front combination 
now in power? The Communists, de- 
clare the Fascists, fired the first shot. 
It is the. other way around, over the 
Fascist members. of the Solidarite 
party, who were holding a mass meet- 
ing in Clichy. 

It is not difficult to find the truth 
in the labyrinth of contradictory af- 
firmations. To whose interest was it 
to project a political crisis that may 
lead to the collapse of the Leftist- 
Liberal coalition over which Leon 
Blum presides? No doubt the Com- 
munists fired the first shots, for that 
is the testimony of impartial onlook- 
ers. But what business had the fash- 
ionable gentlemen of the Solidarite in 
the proletarian district of Clichy? 
will be the question asked by the gov- 
ernment commission that is investi- 
gating the troublesome evening. 


To bring about a grave political 
crisis now, at the moment when Paris 
is straining every once of energy to 
get the World Exposition in shape 
and when business in general was be- 
ginning to pick up, is quite clearly an 
attempt to rob Leon Blum of the 
credit of having overcome the depres- 
sion. That is obviously a Fascist 
maneuver. And the German govern- 
ment, which recently plunged France 
into a near-financial panic, may also 
have had a hand in it. _ 


On the other hand, M. Leon Blum 
may well be wary of his Communist 
allies. They also desire a change. 
They are dissatisfied with the Pre- 
mier’s return to an orthodox financial 
policy. They did not like the idea 
of his calling a pause in his program 
of social reforms. Ever since the sit- 
down strikes terminated last fall they 
have been trying to push the govern- 
ment in a more leftward direction. 
Leon Blum clearly stated six months 
ago that although he is a Socialist 
himself, his coalition government was 
not going to pursue a Socialist policy. 
He has kept his word, but at the cost 
of seeing his Communist allies grow 
more and more sulky. : 


If the Clichy shooting business was 
a Fascist provocation, it is also clear 
‘that the Communists were eager to 
seize upon the occasion. The quick 
mobilization of the guard shows that 
everybody expected trouble, 


What now? The Fascists clamor 
for Leon Blum to resign, of course. 
The- moderate liberals, Cot, Daladier, 
Herriot, don’t like the idea of being 
much longer associated with the Com- 
munists in the Popular Front. 


If Blum resigns, the next govern- 
ment will not be-one more to the left, 
but more to the right. The Liberals 
would in that case take over. In 
other words, the Communists would 
have maneuvered themselves into a 
trap. Unless, of course, it is their 
intention to stage a revolution now 
and force things very much toward the 
left. For this, they lack the neces- 
sary numbers. 

The whole business in Clichy has a 
deeper significance than a mere street 
brawl. The situation in Spain has 
far more to do with it than the poor 
puppets who pulled the triggers of 
their revolvers. If Blum does not 
resign, it. will be because the Com- 
munists will promise him their sup- 
port. Their support is contingent 
upon a more aggressive attitude. to- 
ward General Franco. But that is 
also the demand of the Liberals. If it 
had depended on Cot, Daladier and 
their Liberal friends in the cabinet, 
a French army would now be facing 
the Italians at Madrid, 

The French crisis will deeply in- 
fluence the Spanish impasse. That 
is to say, it involves the trend of af- 
fairs in all Europe.

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


The richest natural sources of vita- 
min B are the bran coats of grains 
which we get if we eat the plain 
wheat, oats, barley, or unpolished 
( brown) rice or if we add wheat bran 
or rice polishings to the usual refined 
cereal products in our diet; legumi- 
nous seeds such as fresh green or dried 
peas, string beans or dried beans; pea- 
nuts when we use them as a regular 
staple in the daily dietary; wheat 
germ or embyro, the heart’ of the ker- 
nal, which we get only if we use plain 
wheat or various special “health foods” 
containing this portion of the wheat 
kernel ordinarily discarded in milling 
wheat; certain strains of brewers yeast 
pasteurized and dried—live bakers 
yeast is poor in vitamin B. 

Beef liver, calf liver, beef heart and 
beef or mutton kidney provide fair 
amounts of vitamin B. Lean meat 
contains the most, but salt pork,» ham 
and even lean bacon contains some 
vitamin B. 

Cooking, baking, roasting, boiling 
destroys only a small part of the vita- 
min B. For instance boiling milk 
for six hours destroys only one-fourth 
of its vitamin B. Baking whole wheat 
or Graham bread (a good source of 
vitamin B) destroys some of the vita- 
min B in the crust, but not the vita- 
min B in the interior of the loaf. 

Cabbage is a good source of vitamin 
B. The less cabbage is cooked the 
better it is, the better it tastes. 

Pork, however, requires thorough 

cooking to make it appetizing and sav- 
ory. Not only that, but. thorough 
cooking of pork in any form is neces- 
sary to destroy any parasites the meat 
may contain, such as the pork tape- 
worm (much less common than the 
beef tapeworm in this country) and 
trichina. Tapeworm infestation is not 
a serious matter, but trichinosis is 
a painful and dangerous illness, usual- 
ly contracted by eating pork, ham or 
Sauéage that has not been cooked 
thoroughly. 
’ Raw or slightly cooked cabbage with 
thoroughly cooked fresh or salt pork 
or ham or sausage makes a highly 
nutritious and appetizing meal and 
helps the vitamin-B-starved metabol- 
ism to catch up a bit. People who live 
largely on “groceries,” refined carbo- 
hydrates foods, white bread, cakes, 
Sweets, etc., suffer more or less gen- 
eral malaise or vague ill health, poor 
appetite, constipation, low vitality, 
tendency toward accumulation of flab- 
by superfluous flesh due to vitamin 
B deficiency. They should go for pork 
and cabbage instead of bread, tea and 
tater. Greens of any kind are a good 
source of vitamin B, as well as A 
and C... If there is an insuperable 
objection to the aroma of cooking 
cabbage, a mess of beet greens along 
with pork or ham constitutes what [ 
would call “health food.” }

Mail Fraud Charge. 


The bill of ‘exceptions to be 
for the appeal of Robert E. 8S. Lee 
from a mail fraud conviction in con- 
nection with the collapse of the Ameri- 
can Bond & Share Corporation yes- 
terday afternoon was given the ap- 
proval of United States Judge William 
H Barrett. Lee is under sentence of 
three years. 

The approval came after an unex- 
pectedly tame session. Lee hecame the 
vilted Earl of Pelham when he found 
government attorneys sitting around 
with a few aces the#® have been hiding 
out since the trouble over the bill of 
exceptions arose two weeks ago in 
Argusta. 

Lee’s 448-page bill of exceptions 
proved totally unacceptable to the 
jurist at that time, and the govern- 
ment’s bill of exceptions nroved equal- 
lv unacceptable to Lee. The judge or- 
dered the parties to get things straight- 
ened out. 

480 Pages in Bill. 


Yesterday things had been straight- 
ened out as muc’ -as possible, and the 
government’s bill of exceptions record 
had been boosted 130 pages to 480 
rages to satisfy Lee’s demands. Other 
demands remained for the judge to 
straighten out. 

This process was very short. As- 
sistant United States District Attor- 
neys M. Neil Andrews and Isadore 
Leff were set. 

One of Lee’s main contentions was 
that documents he had submitted in 


Mevidence were not placed in the record. 


For the past month or more Leff had 
been preparing a statistica] record of 
documentary evidence, among other 
things. It took exactly two minutes 
by the clock to settle each of these 
contentions on the part of Lee. 

At other points Lee in his bill of 
exceptions had placed, and wanted to 
place in the government bill, what the 
government termed his own comment 
on the actions of the judge. These, 
such as “at this point the judge waved 
his finger at the defendant,” were 
omitted. 


Argument Stopped Short. 


On other points at issu@ Judge Bar- 
rett, an ordinarily patient man, but 
with long experience in the case of 
the United States vs. Robert E. S. 
Lee, quickly .ended the argument. 
His comment on a majority of the 
ints: 

“That did not happen. 
be included.” 

The hearing yesterday followed a con- 
ference between e, his counsel, 
James R. Venable, and Andrews and 
Leff, held Monday and which lasted 
until 2 o’clock Tuesday morning. 

But the survey prepared by Leff 
was the stumbling block for the Earl. 
Every document was neatly cross-in- 
dexed. The index revealed its location 
in the sheaf of records and its dispo- 
sition by the court—whether admitted 
as evidence or excluded. 

Lee, it was indicated, is not prepar- 
ed to give up his extended battle for 
liberty. His appeal will go to the court 
of appeals in New Orleans for hear- 
ing probably about the first of June. A 
decision will probably follow within 
eight weeks, court attaches said. 

But the Earl has other ideas in a 
mind so full of ideas it has given the 
government attorneys many a sleepless 
night. Among other fearsome sounding 
legal remedies mentioned yesterday 
was the hint that he might in the near 
future jibe on another tack and file 
an extraordinary motion for a new 
trial. |

_ BENCH INCREASE PLAN, 
REQUESTS AMENDMENT 


Ex-Brain Truster Says Roose- 
velt Is Attacking Prob- 
lem Wrong Way. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—(P)— 
Professor Raymond Moley, original 
Number 1 brain truster, carried an in- 
dictment of the Roosevelt court bill to 
the senate judiciary committee today 
and suggested that the measure be re- 


placed by a four-point constitutional 
amendment. 

He urged that by amendment, judges 
be compelled to retire at a specified 
age; that at least two-thirds of the 
supreme court justices be required to 
conctr before an act of congress can 
be invalidated; that the meaning of 
“due process of law” be narrowed and 
that the commerce clause be exparded. 

“I don’t think this problem can be 
solved by any one of these things,” 
he said. “I think we shall have to 
give consideration to all four.” 


Moley, professor of public law at 
Columbia University and editor of 
“News Week,’ came to Washington 
four years ago with the Roosveelt ad- 
ministration as assistant secretary of 
state, and for months was one of the 
chief executive's closest advisors. 

He was followed on the stand today 
by Representative Lemke, of North 
Dakota, Union party candidate for the 
presidency in the election of last fall, 
who told the committee “this fight is 
not between the President and the su- 
preme cour, but between the President 
and the people.” 

“He intends to amend the constitu- 
tion,” the North Dakotan continued, 
“by appointing additional members of 
the supreme court so that legislation 
may be interpreted as he feels it 
should be interpreted.” 

Moley’s thesis was much the same. 

Not Spirit of Law. 

“It is frankly admitted,” the pro- 
fessor said, “that the real purpose of 
the plan is to secure within the letter 
of the constitution though, I submit, 
not within the spirit of the constitu- 
tion, a court that will lift the cloud 
of doubt from a number of New Deal 
measures now in process of adjudica- 
tion and to provide in advance for 
favorable action by the supreme court 
upon a number of measures not yet 
formulated. 

“The main premise of this argument 
is that the court may be expected to 
strike down these now inchoate legisla- 
tive proposals when they finally come 
before it, on the basis of the same 
economic and political theories on 
which the majority has acted in the 
immediate past.” 

Again, the spacious senate caucus 
room was jammed for the hearing and 
long queues awaited admittance in the 
corridors. 

Moley, smooth-shaven, slightly bald- 
er and somewhat weightier than four 
years ago, when he was a leading fig-

Where near riots featured the day 
Monday at the department of public 
welfare, quiet prevailed yesterday, al- 
though some 20 persons on the relief 
rolls visited Frank Fling, county clerk, 
to ask that the county not release any 
more relief money while Frank Miller 
remains as executive director of the 
welfare department. 


Alderman Carpenter said he con- 
sidered the report of the special relicf 
investigation committee, which was 
submitted Monday, to have supported 
his demands that Miller be discharged. 

T. Barton Baird, chairman of the 
welfare board, and Miller said last 
night release of the $12.500 would ma- 
terially reduce the suffering caused 
by the curtailed relief donations put in 
effect this month when the city’s 
money was blocked and when the 
county contributed only $17,500. 

Need $50,000 Monthly. 


Both Miller and Baird said the de- 
partment should have at least $50,000 
a month to properly operate. 


Baird yesterday called a meeting of 
the welfare board for next Monday 
morning, at which time the board will 
take up consideration of the report of 
the relief investigation committee. 

“We intend to go into the report 


consideration,” Baird said. 

Miller said the. department yester- 
day had been notified that more than 
100 dispossessory warrants have been 
served on persons on the relief rolls, 
whose rent ordinarily is paid by the 
department. Because of the curtailed 
amount of money from the city and 
county, no rents have been paid in 
March. 

The executive director said with the 
city’s $12,500 more relief can be giv- 
en to the unemployables and some 
rents can be paid, although the relief 
program will necessarily have to be 
less than it was in January and Feb- 
ruary, when both the city and county 
gave $25,000 each per month to the 
department. 

Explains Position. 

Carpenter wrote Mayor Hartsfield 
a letter explaining his position. fol- 
lowing a conference with Joe Gregg, 
the mayor's secretaary. 

Pointing out that he did not ob- 
ject to the amount of relief expendi- 
tures but only to the method of ad- 
ministration, the alderman stated he 
made no criticism of the members of 
the board of public welfare. 

He said he was acting to obtain 
the release of the March appropria- 
tion “with the firm belief that the 
recommendations of the relief inves- 
tigation committee will be carried 
out.” 

Paul Matthews, of a Harold street 
address, who was alleged to have been 
one of the leaders of the group which 
Monday i threatened a “sit-down 
strike” at relief headquarters, yester- 
day led the group of 20 to the office 
of County Clerk Frank Fling. 

Matthews and others told Fling they 
objected to the way Miller administer- 
ed relief and asked that the county 
withhold its contribution until the di- 
rector is discharged. 

Fling replied that the county com- 
missioners have been satisfied with the 
manner of relief administration under 
Miller’s direction. * 

It was reported Matthews and the 
group visited relief headquarters at 
160 Piver street again, but no disor- 
der resulted. .

Plans for a conference of the gov- 
ernors of all southern states east of 
the Missigsippi river, for the purpose 
of Supporting the petition for a revi+ 
sion in class railroad freight . rates, 
now before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, were announced yester- 
day by Governor Rivers.

missions of all the southeastern states, 
to meet in the near future to discuss 
the subject of the alleged discrimi- 
natory freight rates now levied on 
southeastern shippers, as against ship- 
pers of like products from the east 
and north. 

Petition of the Joint Conference of 


Commissioners and Shippers of the 
Southeast, asking for a revision of 
these class freight rates to place the 
south on an equal footing with the 
east in this respect, is now before 
the I. C. C, and, while dates for hear- 
ings on the petition have not yet been 
set, preparations are now going for- 
ward to prepare the south’s case for 
presentation before that tribunal. 


It is Governor Rivers’ plan, he said 
yesterday, to do everything possible 
to support the petitioners for this de- 
crease in rates and he hopes to be 
able to throw the full weight of all 
the southeastern governors behind the 
movement.

She described a new electrical 
apparatus, which is set up in the gar- 
den and lighted only at night. he 
moths are attracted by its brightness 
and as soon as they touch the clever 
contraption they are electrocuted. 

“That thin, black coating you find 
on the leaves of your gardenia bushes,” 
Mrs. Crown continued, “is not soot, 
but a black mold. Believe it or not, 
this miserable state of affairs can be 
eliminated by the use of plain furni- 
ture glue. Dissolve half a pound of 
the glue in a quart of boiling water. 
Add enough cold water to make five 
gallons and spray the bush well. In 
three days the glue peels off and you 
have a bush with leaves clean and 
glistening as though they had been 
washed with soap.’

1. Minimum (part-score) zone. 

fiituation: The response were one 
no-trump, a single raise, or a preemp- 
tive suit take-out. The opener has a 
minimum or near-minimum hand. 
This means that he could not remove 
an honor trick, or a card of the trump 
suit, from his hand and still have an 
opening bid. 

Object: If the response were a 
single raise, pass, since the contract 
is a safe one.

South was absolutely right and North 
correspondingly wrong. South’s over- 
call in the opponent's suit, after North 
had opened the bidding, would be an 
asking bid if North-South were using 
the asking bid system. Since they ob- 
viously were not doing so, the three- 
club bid by South was a cue bid show- 
ing, as South himself maintained, 
first-round control, and at the same 
time strongly implying a good fit with 
the opening bid. Also (and here is 
the crux), the three-club bid demand- 
ed that the bidding be kept open un- 
til a game was reached! 

North’s contention that he had fol- 
lowed orders and had kept the bid- 
ding open until game was reached in 
no-trump is a childish quibble with 
the super-obvious intention of the 
convention. The four-diamond bid 
that followed brought the auction 
back to a less-than-game level. Log- 
ically, it thereupon devolved upon 
North ta keep the bidding open again 
until game had been finally reached! 

As to the merits of South’s three- 
club bid, that is another question. He 
did not have the honor trick value 
for such a strong bid, and should have 
contented himself with a direct raise 
of spades.

‘YOUR FIGURE, MADAME!’

Cinderella was just a plain little 
girl until Eddie Senz made her up 
end made her over. We liked this 
muade-over Cinderella so much that we 
osked Mr. Senz, beauty advisor to 
stage and screen notables, to divulge 
s.me of his magic tricks in creating 
the illusion of slimness. There's noth- 
ing like looking slim to encourage your 
calorie counting! 

There is power in makeup! You ean 
light up the good points of your face 
and figure and put the bad ones in 
the shade, if you accentuate your best 
features and curves. 

“If you have a large face, don’t 
make up your features to look small— 
or your face will look larger,” ad- 
vises Mr. Senz, who thinks that the 
worst thing you can do is to draw the 
mouth in the shape. of a tiny cupid’s 
bow. That leaves too much expanse of 
cheek and simply exaggerates the size 
of the entire lower face.

Senz explains, applying the principles 
ef design to the business of making 
the potential movie queen more glam- 
orous. “If the girl has a short, round 
face, the hair can be piled on top 
of the head to make the face look 
longer ‘and to add height to the figure, 
if she is the short, stocky type. For 
n short neck. the new V-shaped neck- 
line is very flatrefing, but if the short 
girl has a long neck she should wear 
a round neckline.” 4 

Mr. Senz ‘believes in dark, light- 
absorbing fabrics for any woman who 
is overweight. This kind of material 
attracts less attention to the bad 
points of the figure, and allows her 
tv play up the good ones. Vertical 
lines in the design of the dress are ex- 
cellent for the girl who, needs height. 
For the large woman of large struc- 
ture, Mr. Senz once designed a dark 
dress with panels of lighter material 
set in at the sides. The panels framed 
the dark front of the dress and di- 
verted attention from the size of the 
figure. Designers should use the lines 
that enhance the figure, he thinks, 
rather than originate gowns that have 
no relation to the form. He says: 

“Every woman should choose her 
clothes with the idea of bringing out 
the good points of her figure and 
minimizing the bad ones.”

“Do the planets receive different 
amounts of light from the sun?” 

Yes, indeed! A person on Mercury 
would see a sun that looked larger 
than we see. The sun sends far more 
light and heat to a square mile of 
Mercury than to a square mile of the 
earth. 

The distant planets, Neptune and 
Pluto, on the other hand, _ receive 
much less light than the earth. They 
are many times farther from the sun 
than the earth is. 

“Which planet moves the fastest?’ 

The small planet called Mercury. It 
is closest to the sun of all the planets, 
the distance being only about 36,.000,- 
| 000 miles. That many seem like a 
large number of miles, and it is, but 


Mercury is believed to turn on its 
axis only once while it makes a trip 
around the sun. This would mean 
everlasting daylight for one side, and 
everlasting darkness for the other side. 
Possibly the same thing is true of 
Venus. The surface of Venus is hidden 
under a mass of fog and this explains 
why we do not know the length of its 


day. 

“Does Venus look something like the 
moon when seen through a telescope?” 

Yes, at certain times Venus looks 
very much like a crescent moon. This 
planet is closer to the sun than the 
earth. While it is on the other side of 
the sun, it looks round through a 
telescope. As it comes closer, we can- 
not see the full circle of the planet, 
but only an edge reflecting sunlight, 
Venus is very nearly as large as the

NEW YORK. March 23.—(4)— 
Heavyweight Champion James as 
Braddock wasn’t in a receptive mood 
today... Thrangh his manager, Joe 
Gould, the titleholder definitely re- 
jected Max Schmeling’s $350,000. of- 
fer for a fight in Berlin. Meantime, 
sought on a court order in Miami, 
Fla., Braddock was disclosed by his 
manager ta be secretly en route to 
Chicago, where the champion plans to 
fight Joe Louis on June 22 in spite 
of all attempts to frustrate this ob- 
jective. 

The Berlin fight offer, understood 
to have bona fide backing from the 
Hitler government, disappeared whence 
it came. .Schmeling announced it was 
withdrawn when the time limit ex- 
pired, at noon, without any further 
show of interest by Gould or Brad- 
dock.

Braddock eliminated any doubt 
to his footwork by the alacrity with 
which he sidestepped service of a cir- 
cuit court order in Miami. The or- 
der was obtained by an attorney for 
Madison Square Garden and designed 
to compel Braddock to show. why he 
should not be legally restrained from 
fighting Louis in Chicago, without 
first fulfiling his contract to meet 
Schmeling in New York, under the 
Garden’s direction, June 3 

The champion vanished from Mi- 
ami just about the time officers were 
seeking to serve him. First reported 
heading for New York, where _ the 
Garden’s legal agents would have 
formed a welcoming committee, it de- 
veloped later, according to Gould, that 
Braddock is on his way to Chicago. 


“Braddock never ran away from 
nuthin’,” shouted Gould. “He’s just 
going to the scene of action. That's 
all I’ve got to say except it looks 
like wé outpointed the Garden in the 
first round.”
